The Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission entered into a garage lease 
agreement with Kirco-Keenan Office Associates on April 13, 1988, to 
lease 270 parking spaces in the Standard Federal Plaza Parking 
Garage. This was part of an overall $20.0 Million financing 
package for the development of the 245,000 sq. ft. Class A Standard 
Federal Plaza office building. The major terms of the agreement 
are as follows:
